The proper planning approach should be
on a selective basis, and only these operations should be attempted which show
definite posSiblities of success with minimal chance of embarrassing flaps.
Since background file data on any Soviet staffers or visitors is apt to be
exeeedingly limited and may not accurately reflect the individual's suscepti-
bility' to reernittent, it is believed that a prerequisite to development of
operatiOnal leads will be the initiation of contacts with Soviets and with
people -dlose to the Soviets in order that avenues of approach to target individuals
may be found. This means, in effect, that unless we have a few trained people out
circulating in the areas where contacts can be Made, we will be forced to rely on
any chance leads which may happen to reach us, and we will thereby drastically
reduce the probability of successful recruitment.
